The latest is a bill intro¬ 
duced by Assemblyman Ros¬ 
enthal of Los Angeles in 
which the object is a drunk 
driving warning system most 
aptly called by some of us 
as “Pavlov’s Potted Ploy.” 
The object of the bill is tc 
“scare the pants or livin’ 
daylights” out of some sec¬ 
ond offenders. Participation 
in this $450,000 federally 
funded program takes an act 
of California Legislat u r e 
and we Irave it in the works, 
so help me.

Here is how you coiuld get 
involved in “Pavlov’s Potted 
Ploy.” First, you have to be 
a convicted drunk driver. 
Then you would bo eligible 
for selection to drive .... 
free of charge .... an auto¬ 
mobile fully equipped with 
tire latest drunk drivi n g 
warning systems For some 
inebriates, this may bo a 
.shining opportunity to estab¬ 
lish a two-car family.

The test comes when you 
get into the car. If you can¬ 
not handle the wheel, an 
alarm sj'.stem goes off ... - 
the horn starts to blare and 
the lights begin to blink. 
This wall make you a real 
hit od.it in front of Joe’s Bar 
and Grill.

All that noise is to tell 
you and the neighborhood 
that you are smac.ko. I 
haven’t yet figured out if 
the purpose is to scare the 
hades out of ycu or to cause 
you to lose face with the 
boys in the bar.

For purposes of testing 
this anti-intoxication brain¬ 
storm, System’s Technology, 
Inc., has been a'uthorized to 
cnli.st 24 .subject in I.os An¬ 
geles County who have been 
convicted cf a second offense 
of driving under the influ- 
eiico of alcohol. The test will 
run until January of 1982. at 
which time I am sure, the 
inebriates wiil, wdth pp-eat 
reluctanro. surrender their 
cars keys and give ,up being 
a two-car famiiy.

Research on the system is 
designed to test (1) whether 
or not intoxicated drivers 
are deterred from driving if 
they fool they will lie easily 
didectcd; (2) whether or not 
the system will effectivelv 
warn other drivers and aleil 
the police to the presence of 
an intoxicated person on tlic 
road.

Thero are advantages to 
particfiation in the program. 
One big one is that the lucky 
cliosen few who pai’ticipate 
will avoid suspension of their 
driver’s licenses, a jiunish- 
ment .usually prescribed for 
second offense drunk drivers.

It was just twenty years 
ago this summer that a re¬ 
cord was broken in the 
Sierra Madre Communi t y 
Hospital when it was an¬ 
nounced that the Stork made 
11 deliveries in just seven 
days, which consisted of six 
boys and five girls. It wa.s 
also shortly after this, on 
May 23, 1960, that the Sierra 
Madre Hospital was the tcr- 
cipient of a top award.

“Anneuncomont was made 
to the Medical Staff Kxccu- 
tive Committee at its meet¬ 
ing in Sportsmaii'.s Tavern, 
Duarte, that the Joint Com¬ 
mission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals has formally ap¬ 
proved accreditation for tiie 
maximum period of three 
years to the Sierra Madre 
Ilosnital. 

“The Joint Committee on 
Accreditation of Hospitals 
comprises the American Col¬ 
lege of Pliysicians, American 
College of Surgeons, Ameri¬ 
can Hospit.al Association ana 
the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

“In addition to the official 
letter of notification sent to 
Hospital Administator Lar¬ 
ry C. Lomax, copies were 
dispatched to George W. 
Groth, Jr., M.D., president of 
the governing body, and 
Nathan .Tacobs, M.D., chief- 
of-.staff. 

“The Certificate of Ac- 
rredltation posted by t’ne 
liospital .attests to the public 
that the commission’s stan¬ 


dards of basic organization 
principles and methods of 
procedures have been met. 
This also testifies to the qua¬ 
lity of medical care that pa¬ 
tients receive. 

“Kenneth B. Babcock, M.D., 
director of the commission, in 
a letter to Administrator Lo¬ 
max, said; 

“ ‘The commission wishes 
to commend you for main¬ 
taining .standards deserving 
of accreditation, and for your 
constant effort to improve 
the quality of patient care. 
Please be assured of our in¬ 
to lie of all possible help *o 
you’.”

Sierra Madre Community 
Hospital as a story and the 
above artist rendition was 
recorded in the Sierra Madre 
News on April 28, 1960 under 
the headlines . . . . “ ‘Sierra 
Manor’ Convalescent Annex 
to SieTa Madre Community 
Hospital To Be Built Sixin” 
and the story accompany¬ 
ing that lieadlinc goes on . . 

“Following granting by the 
City Planning Commission of 
two conditional use permits 
Lust Thursday night, the Si¬ 
erra Madre Hospital, througli 
Admlnistartor Larry C. Lo¬ 
max, announces plans for 
immediate construction of its 
new Convalescent Anne.x to 
be built on the lots west of 
the Medical Center. 

“Exact costs will de)iend 
on ultimate decisions o n 
plans submitted for approval 
by the Sierra Madre City 
Council and state authori¬ 
ties. 

"This convalescent unit 
will contain 40 beds for pa¬ 
tients eonvalescing from ser¬ 
ious iliness, or for those 
needing continual bed caro. 
As is ti-uc of the adjacent 
liospit.il, the new convales¬ 


cent unit will have the most 
modern facilities, including a 
large reception room, and 
24-hour nursing care. 

“Each patient room will 
open liy a large window on 
a patio, Its nearness to the 
hospital laboratory and X- 
ray facilities will permit 
diagno.stic procedures to be 
done when necessary, and 
24-hour physiciaim’ services 
can be had on call.

30 days and construction will 
start as .soon a;: possible, sc 
that occupancy can be ef¬ 
fected in about six or seven 
months.”

SMEAC donated a trail 
guide sign to the City dur¬ 
ing the Bicentennial Year. It 
was taken down due to re¬ 
peated vandalism. It can 
now be repaired and re- 
placecf in its .standard for 
tlie hikers in the area. 

Representatives from SM- 
KAC, Girl Scouts, Boy 
Scouts, Civic Club and from 
the neighborhood adjacent to 
Bailey Canyon met to start 
a joint venture in collabora¬ 
tion with the City to rcxle- 
velop, clean up and make 
usable this Park. SMEAC lias 
pledged their support and 
would like all its members 
who can to volunteer in this 
project.

SMEAC board received a 
request for support from the 
neighborhood group adja¬ 
cent to Dapper Field.

Tinder dr>- grass and brush 
on the slopes of the San 
Gabriel Mountains are now 
jiosing a wildland fire threat 
which requires extra precau¬ 
tions, according to Angeles 
National Forest Supervisor 
William T. Dresser. Because 
of the.se conditio ns the 
Forest has institued a Stage 
I Fire Alert which began at 
12; 01 a.in. July 28, 1980. The 
Fire Alert will be lifted after 
the fall rains have reduced 
the fire danger. 

The Stage I Fire Alert 
iiieans that in addition to 
year-long restrictions on 
welding and -the use of ex¬ 
plosives in the National For¬ 
est, smoking will bo prohi¬ 
bited -anywhere in the Forest 
except inside vehicles or at 
developed recreation sit c s 
such as campgrounds, picnic 
areas, organization camps 
and in private cabins. It al.so 
means that all camp fires 
are prohibited tlioughout the 
Forest. Campers and hikers 
may continue to use portable 
stoves using gas, petroleum 
Jelly, or pressurized liquid 
fuel Oiutsidc developed recre¬ 


ation sites povided they have 
a campfire ponnit. Permits 
are obtainable at any Fore.st 
Service office or station free 
of charge. Campers may use 
the ciiarcoal brazi e r s or 
stoves provided in organized 
recreaiton facilities without 
the -use of a permit. 

The Stage I Fire Alert Is 
not meant to restrict the use 
of the Forest, and campers 
and hikers are invited to en¬ 
joy the Forest. However, 
visitors are asked to be es 
liecially careful because of 
the fire danger. Superviso-r 
Dresser indicated that so far 
this year there have bt'en 64 
fires in the Angelos National 
Forest. All 6-4 fires have 
been caused by people, either 
accidentally or deliberately. 
This year fireworks, mostly 
“bottle rockets,” have been a 
major cause of wildland fires 
throughout the Forest. Es¬ 
caped camp fires are a ma¬ 
jor cause of accidental fires. 
Arson fires — those that are 
deliberately set — continue 
tc bo a big problem.

Restoration of Engine 44-R Again Gets 
Underway As Restored Items Return 

Definitely Be Ready For the Arrival Of Santa Claus 
On Christmas Eve This Year Says Chairman Lerner

Remember the old 1946 
Seagrave Fire Engine witli 
the long liood? The fire en¬ 
gine that ran quieter than 
any of the three Crown 
pumpers we now have in tlie 
Fire Station? 

That’s the engine Siena 
Madre purchased from the 
City of Whittier in 1963. It 
was 16 years old at the time 
of pun.'hase, but had many, 
many liours of pumping left 
in it. 

The purchase price wa.s 
$2,000. Sounds ridicul o u s, 
right? You can’t find a do¬ 
cent used car for that price 
tliese day.s. Moiiroida, one of 
our muiial aid cities is pui- 
chasing a new pumper at 
this time and I’ve heard that 
the price, without hose or 


other gear, is about $145,- 
000. Think abou it! Re.storcd 
our old engine will be \ al.ucd 
at about $50,000. That's quite 
an investment. 

While in service tliis piece 
of equipment w'as known as 
Engine 43. Since old timers 
may have had the oppor- 
unity to sand near old 43 at 
a fire, when it was pumping. 
The engine purred like a kit¬ 
ten. At pumping sprods tlie 
12 cylniders were so quirt 
that all you could hear vve-e 
the hydraulic lifters. Engine 
43 lias pumped water tor 24 
hours straight at brush fires 
in the iiast and never fal¬ 
tered. But after 15 years of 
service to the City of Sierra 
Madre and duo to excessive 
wear old Engine 43 was re¬ 
tired in 1978. 

Even while in service your 
firemen were so proud of 


Engine 43 that she was 
sliown off in many parade.'! 
such as Monrovia Day and 
the annual Santa Fe Springs 
Parade, and of course our 
own 50th Anniversary Par¬ 
ade, plus the annual Fourili 
of July Parade. 

A group of very talented 
and dedicated men have per¬ 
suaded the City to donate 
Engine 43, now designated 
44-R, as a ri'cent engine 
purcha.sed from Los Angeles 
County now carries t h» 
number 43, to tlic-m for re¬ 
storation. The restoration is 
now underway in the old 
fire station at the old City 
Hall, 55 West Sierra Madre 
Blvd.

Paying Taxes 
Pleasure; Can 

Paying taxes is never a 
pleasure, but you can avoid 
some headaches if you know 
how the Interiial Revenue 
Service collects delinquent 
taxes. Tltere are several col¬ 
lection methods, and some 
are le.ss painful than others. 

When you owe the IR.S 
money, a bill is sent ad¬ 
vising you to pay within ten 
days. If you are unable to 
pay or think the bill is 
wrong, notify the IRS im¬ 
mediately. 

An IRS employee may re¬ 
quest fin.ancial information 
to determine the best method 
of payment. Usually, if you 
can pay all the taxes at once 
— by selling property, btn- 
rowing, or using savings — 
this is done and the debt is 
paid immediately. You may 
qualify for installment pay¬ 
ments and arrangements will 
be made to satisfy the debt. 

When you ignore the taxes 
due, the IRS can enforce col¬ 
lection through a levy or a 
lien. These methods are used 
to seize property to satisfy 
a tax debt. Salaries, wages, 
bank accounts, and property 
sucir as vehicles, business as¬ 
sets, and real estate can be 
seized by the IRS to pay 
your delinquent taxes.

Governor’s Veto Means 
Another Tax Increase 

Governor Edmund G. Brown, Jr. vetoed a bill making 
permanent full indexing of persona' income tax brackets. 
Brown’s veto is the same at a $231 million general tax 
increase in 1982-83 amo-unting to a $31 annual tax In¬ 
crease for a couple earning $25,000. Tlw» tax windfall is 
$370 million in 1983-84 and more thereafter. 

This newspaper ihtis long supported full indexing. With¬ 
out it, inflation pushes taxpayers into higher tax brackets 
providing revenues to fend new programs without the 
politically painful .necessity of weighing whether new 
programs merit a tax hike. 

Everyone who reads this, w'hether in commerce, in¬ 
dustry or agriculture is -urged to write their state legis¬ 
lators. Ask them to override the Governor’s veto when the 
legislature reconvenes August 18. The bill in q-uestlon, 

AB 2001 (Bergeson), passed both houses of the legisla¬ 
ture and all committees without a single “,no” vote. 

Without AB 2001, starting in 1982, Income tax brac¬ 
kets will be adjusted only to the extent Inflation exceeds 
three per cent. The automatic expiration of fell indexing i 
resulted from a Chamber-opjKtsed' amendment to AB 276 
(Bergeson) of last year, forced upon the Senate by Brown. 
Proposition 9. the defeated income tax cut supported by 
this paper, called for coinstitutional Indexing. 

Inheritance Tax Cut? 

Governor Brown is threatening to veto a bill on his : 
desk that provides substantial rediucticuns in the state’s 
inheritance burden. The governor will weigh the revenue 
loss in the bill against spending increases in the budget ^ 
and may carry out his threats to veto the bill unless he 
receives a good indicatio,n that the public will be upset. 
As of July 2 the budget hadn’t been passed and the gover- , 
nor couldn’t act on the bill. Write or phone the Gover¬ 
nor immediately urging his signature on AB 2092 (Eieddeh). j 

AB 2092 entirely exempts all inheritance and gifts re- - 
ceived by spouses and provides much larger exemptions 
for childien and other recipients. The bill allows qualifying . 
family-held businesses and farms to defer tax payments ' 
at low interest up to 15 years. Farms and business whost ' 
value in current use is below the highest and best use j 
market value of the property would be valued for tax ^ 
purposes on current use. i 

The Non-voter 

Who is the non-voter? Well, she’s white and in her 
mid-30’s, lives in a suburb in the South; she is married, 
a high school graduate, and her family has an annual ' 
Income of about $10,000. No matter w’ho the Presidential ^ 
candidates are in November, she won’t make a trip to ( 
the ix)lls. She is the typical American non-voter. That’s j 
the statistical picture drawn in “Non-Voting Americans,” f 
a report released by the U.S. Census Bureau. c 

The picture of the typical voter is very much like j 
her non-voting sister. Again its a woman who lives in a 1 
southern suburb, white, married, with a high school edu- s 
cation. But she is older, somewhere in her mid-40s. She I 
has a white collar job and her family Income is about 
$13,500 annually. 

It’s not a big surprise both “typicals’ are women; wo- * 
men outnumber men in the voting age population. Voters ‘ 
and non-voters are generally evenly distributed across . 
the .nation. The better the education, being married, and j 
the higher income, ajl increase propensity to vote, ^ 

In 1976, 57.5 per cent of the non-voters said that they 
were unable to vote because of illness, emergencies, prob¬ 
lems leaving work or were out of town. The rest just c 
weren’t interested. I 

Disinterest is .not new. Americans have shown persis- !■ 
b nt disintesest in voting. The first year that more than half 1 
the voting age population bothered to go to the polls was o 
in 1928. Never in the natlon’t history has the number of ^ 
votes for the Prtsidentlal winner exceeded the number 
of non-voters. Little seems to help. Women were given the ^ 
right to vote in 1920 and in 1972 the voting age was low- ^ 
ered to 18 years. Participation fell to 55 i)er cent in 1972, 
revealing few 18-year-olds seized the opportunity.
